DIVER FINDS BODY 


OF BOY IN QUARRY 


POOL 140 FT. DEEP 


Ends Search Started Last 
Night for John Pike, 12 
Years Old, Who Disap- 
peared After School. 


CROWD OF 1000 
ON EDGE OF CLIFF 


Watchman Says He Chased 
Group of Youths, Heard 


Splash and Saw Two! 


Hands Above Water. 


Groping in utter darkness 60 
feet below the water’s surface, a 
professional diver searching the 
abandoned Heman quarry, Euclid 
and Ashland avenues, today recov- 
ered the body of a boy drowned 
there yesterday afternoon. 

The body was taken to the 
morgue, where is was identified as 
that of John Pike, 12-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. William C. Pike, 
4510 Maffitt avenue. 

John had been missing since he 
left Cote Brilliante School at 3:20 
Pp. m. yesterday. His body was 
found at 11 a m., four minutes 
after the diver made his third de- 
scent of the morning. It was on 
a ledge less than half way to the 
bottom. One or two earlier dives 
were made to a depth of 140 feet. 

1000 Persons Watch Diver. 

First word of the recovery reach- 
ed the crowd of more than 1000 
persons on the crumbling quarry 
edges, when the diver’s helmet 
broke the surface. A small dark 
form, indistinct beneath the sur- 
face, was clutched under his right 
arm. 

“There it is,” someone cried. 
“He's got it,’”’ said someone else, 
and the spectators pressed closer 
to the dangerous edges. Firemen 
reached down beside the _ diving 
ladder and lifted out the body 
onto a small stretcher while an 
assistant opened the hissing’ re- 
lief valve in the copper diving hel- 
ment. 

The diver was John L. Pleimann 
of Military road, St. Louis County, 
who was employed last night by 
Gustav A. Heman, owner of the 
quarry, when he learned of the 
drowning from a watchman, 


Two Dives at Night. 


Pleimann made two dives last 
night with the aid of floodlights, 
but was obliged to quit when he 
tore his rubber and canvas diving 
suit on a piece of barbed wire. The 
quarry, which has’ not been used 
for 10 years, has been regarded as 
a dumping place by residents in 
the neighborhood. 

A crowd of boys, none of whom 
has been found by police, and a 
watchman at the quarry were the 
only ones who saw the drowning. 

“I chased a bunch of boys away 
about 5 o'clock,” said the watch- 
man, Fred Kochendorfer, . 2557W 
Hebert stret. “They wer over at 
the southeast corner of the quarry, 
and I hollered at them and started 
around. 


Two Hands Above Surface. 


“The water is about 100 feet be- 
low where the boys were. Sud- 
denly I heard a splash and saw 
the surface of the water disturbed. 
Two hands waved just above the 
surface for a minute and I heard 
one of the boys up on the cliff 
holler, “Paddle your feet, Johnny, 
paddle your feet.” ][ hurried as 
much as I could. A minute later 
I heard him shout again, ‘Oh, 
Johnny’s gone.’ When I got around 
there, all the boys had run away.” 

The south side of the quarry, 
where the boy is thought to have 
fallen, is almost a sheer surface, 
with a few cracks and indentations 
where pigeons nest. Boys in the 
neighborhood have made a prac- 
tice of descending the cliff by 
means of a cable to capture 
squabs. The boys Kochendorfer 
chased away are thought to have 
been bird-nesting.

DISREGARDED THE 
COUNTY COURT 


Wishes of Property Own- 
ers and Civic Organiza- 
tions Overruled— Appeal 
to Courts to Be Made.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 9%. — 

The State Highway Commission 
today designated the _ so-called 
Clayton-Conway compromise route 
for the proposed super highway to 
carry U. 8S. Highway No. 40 across 
St. Louis County. 
- In doing so, it followed the rec- 
ommendation of Chief Engineer 
Cutler and other engineers of the 
State Highway Department and 
disregarded the objections of many 
property owners along the Clay- 
ton-Conway route. It also disre- 
garded the wishes of various St. 
Louis County organizations which 
favored some other location and 
of the County Court, or adminis- 
trative body, which disapproved 
of the Clayton-Conway routing. 

Definite action was taken by the 
commission this morning, the cor- 
respondent learned, although it had 
not yet been entered in the min- 
utes and no formal announcement 
was made. The commission's de- 
cision was unanimous. 

Under Advisement Months. 

No interested delegations were 
before the commission today. The 
matter had been under advisement 
for a number of months, the rout- 
ing having been in controversy in 
St. Louis County for more than 
two years. 

Chief Engineer Cutler has said 
that the superhighway canstruc- 
tion could not be started before 
next year, since funds have been 
allocated to other objects on the 
1931 program. It would be possi- 
ble to alter the program if it should 
be desired and found possible to 
start the superhighway this year, 
but that doubtless would bring ob- 
jections from sections where im- 
provements thus were delayed. 

No Action on Bridge. 

The commission has not declared 
itself on this point. Definite action 
has not been taken yet towards 
erection of a bridge to carry this 
road across the Missouri River, be- 
tween a point northwest of Ches- 
terfield, St. Louis County. and Wel- 
don Spring, St. Charles County. 

By adopting the Clayton-Conway 
route, the commission has  fol- 
lowed the policy observed in the 
past in every major controversy 
over highway location. 


Appeal to Courts to Be Made, At- 
torney Announces. 

Walter R. Mayne, attorney for 
a group of about 70 residents and 
property owners along the Clayton- 
Conway superhighway route, an- 
nounced today that this location 
picked by the State Highway Com- 
mission would be opposed in the 
courts by his clients. 

He said the opposition would be 
carried to the highest possible 
court in an effort to prevent con- 
struction on this route. The nature 
of the proceedings has not been de- 
termined, he added, but he thought 
it likely it would be by injunction. 

The objection of Mayne’s clients 
is that the character of traffic on 
this road and the surroundings 
which might spring up along the 
highway would destroy the :esi- 
dential character of a large and 
valuable district of homes and 
country estates. 

Mayne raises a contention that 
has not been tested, in arguing that 
the highway commission violated 
the law in picking the route. He 
says the State should have made a 
selection in agreement with county 
officials in view of a certain pro- 
vision of the 1928 road bond 
amendment.. State highway offi- 
cials, however, do not think this 
clause is applicable. 

The Cce1nty Court is ooscatestnd 
intervention in the suit proposed by 
Mayne or joining in it as ‘a friend 
of the trial court. County Coun- 
selor Stanton said this actio. would 
be justified. The County Judges 
repeated their oppoSition to the 
Clayton-Conway route and said 
they would do all they could to up- 
hold their views. 

The Clayton-Conway route fol- 
lows Clayton road between the city 
limits and North and South road, 
then swings about alf a mile 
south of Clayton road ‘for a stretch 
of about two miles. Then it crosses 
Clayton road at Warson road and 
runs to Bellefontaine along a line 
midway between Clayton and Con- 
way roads. From Bellefontaine to 
a point west of Chesterfield it fol- 
lows Olive Street road, then turns 
north to the bridge site. It would 
cross St. Charles County between 
Weldon Spring and Wentzville.

12 OUTLYING BANKS 
IN CrIGAGY CLOSED 


‘John Bain Chairman of Board 


of All Depositories Affected; 
Runs Cause Action.

CHICAGO, June 9.—Twelve out- 
lying Chicago banks, in all of 
which John Bain, financial leader, 
is chairman of the board, were 
closed today because of “heavy 
withdrawals following closing of 
several other Chicago banks.” 

Closing of the Bain banks fol- 
lowed the suspension of business 
at six other neighborhood banking 
institutions yesterday. 

The banks, all small neighbor- 
hood concerns, had combined de- 
posits of $15,940,000 and total re- 
souces of $21,000,000 in the last 
financial statement. 

Bain, South Side Republican 
leader and member of the South 
Park Board, is the controlling 
stockholder in each bank. 

State Auditcr Oscar Nelson said 
the banks were closed at the re- 
quest of the boards of directors. 

Signs on the doors announced: 
“This bank has been closed for an 
auditing.” 

The following statement was is- 
sued by John Bain: 

“The Bain banking organizations 
deemd it best to close their banks 
this morning to conserve the in- 
terests of their depositors and 
stockholders. 

“The closing of the banks is due 
to their inability readily to dispose 
of the assets of the banks without 
undue losses, due to prevailing 
conditions. It is expected that the 
depositors and stockholders will be 
paid in full.” 

The banks closed today are the 
Armitage State Bank, Auburn Park 
Trust and Savings Bank, Brainerd 
State Bank, Bryn Mawr State 
Bank, Chatham State Bank, Chi- 
cago Lawn State Bank, Elston 
State Bank, Ridge State Bank, 
Stony Island State Savings Bank, 
West Englewood Trust and Savings 
Bank, West Highland State Bank 
and the West Lawn Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank. 

Nelson ordered the doors closed 
on the Elmwood Park State Bank, 
a suburban depository with de- 
posits of slightly more than a mil- 
lion dollars, pending an investiga- 
tion. 

The State Savings Bank & Trust 
Co., which was an affiliate of the 
Foreman group, was acquired today 
by the Liberty Trust & Savings 
Bank. It was announcéd that the 
State’s deposits were protected.

ier of the Bank of Aurora by which 
the State was defrauded of ap- 
proximately $5000 of Interest 
money, and that he knew Adams 
and Easley were “short-changinge”’

deposits. He denied having en- 
tered into a conspiracy with J. 
Kenneth Edlin, president of the 
Provident State Securities Co. of 
Chicago, and William H. Norwine, 
a salesman for the company, to aid 
them in selling Pierre Chouteau 
bonds to State depositories to be 
used as security for State deposits. 
These bonds were afterward held 
by Gov. Caulfield and Attorney-

received from Edlin as a legiti- 
mate loan, and not a bonus, come 
mision or gift for official favors.

Brunk, questioned by his attor- 
ney, John G. Madden, testified that 
he accepted the Pierre Chouteau 
bonds as security because he be- 
lieved them to be good bonds; bet- 
ter than many of the securities 
which banks had on deposit with 
him. 

After the bonds had been accept- 
ed, he said, he discovered for the 
first time that the bund issue was 
in excess of 50 per cent of the ap- 
praised value of the property, the 
law prohibiting the acceptance of 
real estate securities issued in ex- 
cess of 50 per cent of the value. He 
said he called the attention of At- 
torney-General Shartel to the Infor- 
mation he had received and that 
Shartel told him that as the bonds 
were guaranteed by two surety com- 
panies, the “technicality that they 
were issued for 56 per cent of the 
value of the property rather than 
50 per cent did not amount to any- 
thing.” 

Borrowed From Fallin. 

He went over the details of his 

meetings with Edlin, and admit- 


'ted borrowing $1000 from Edlin in 


January, 1930. He said he had re- 
paid the loan, paying Edlin $509 in 
cash in Aurora when they met 
there to discuss a plan he said Ed- 
lin had to purchase the Bank of 
Aurora as a part of a chain of 
Missouri banks Edlin thought of 
buying. . The other $500 he paid in 
cash in Chicago, he said, when he 
went to see Edlin in a hospital, 
where he was Ill. 

The agreement on the $1000 
loan was made at a meeting of 
Edlin and Brunk in Kansas City 
June 13, 1930, the day before the 
Bank. of Aurora closed, Brunk tes- 
tified. He and Edlin had agreed 
early in the day to meet later in 
Brunk’s hotel room. Before the 
meeting, Brunk testified, Easley 
called him on the telephone and 
asked him if he had carried out 
instructions in a letter from Adams 
to falsify the records of the Treas- 
urer’s office to protect the bank, 

Although it was not clearly 
brought out, it appeared from the 
testimony that bank examiners go- 
ing over the bank had sent to the 
Treasurer a statement showing the 
amount of State deposits as shown 
by the books of the bank. If this

LONG ACTIVE ON 
GRAIN EXCHANGE 


Head of Brokerage Firm 
Succumbs at 73 After 
Being Familiar Figure on 
Market for 54 Years. 


The funeral of Thomas Edwin 
Price, head of T. E. Price & Co. 
Since he was 19 and for many 
years one of the most active grain 
traders on the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, will be held at 2:39 p. m. 
tomorrow at the residence, 26 
North Kingshighway, with inter- 
ment in Green Mount Cemetery at 
Belleville, 

Mr. Price, who was 73 years old, 
died of cancer last night, after an 
iliness of two months. He is sur- 
vived by a son of his first mar- 
riage, T. E. Price Jr., two daugh- 
ters by his second, Mrs. Leslie 
Price Nulsen of 6349 Alexander 
drive, and Mrs. Virginia Price 
Preck of Boston; a brother and 
three sisters. 

For 64 years his tall figure was 
a center of activity on the trading 
tloor of the Exchange. He played 
a lone hand, joining in no move 
toward “cornering” the market, 
but it was not unusual for him 
alone to carry a line of 1,000,000 
bushels in a season. He believed 
that part of his success depended 
on ready money, and associates 
used to say that he probably had 
more cash than any other man in 
St. Louis. 

Roomed With Eugene Field. 


Born in St. Louis, the son of 
Frederick and Virginia Minor 
Price, both members of old St. 


Louis families, Mr. Price was edu- 
cated in Washington University 
and taught school at Blackjack, 
St. Louis County. He entered the 
business department of the old St. 
Louis Times, and later became a 
member of its reportorial staff. 

As a reporter he was an asso- 
ciate and roommate of Eugene 
Field. Mr. Price’s membership in 
the old St. Louis Light Cavalry 
later was the source of a poem 
Field wrote at the height of his 
career, “Ed Price on His Gray 
Charger.” 

Daring Trader. 

Mr. Price organized his broker- 
age firm in 1877 and soon became 
known as a shewd and daring 
trader. In 1912, when Government 
estimates of the corn crop stood 
at 2,821,000,000 bushels, he wa- 
gered $10,000 with 
Chicago brokers that it would ex-

IN LIFE INSURANCE 


James McCluney'§ Had 
$228,598 of This Made 


Out in Favor of Firm in 


Which He Was Partner. 


Insurance for $462,008 was left 
by James McCluney.,. investment 
broker who shot and killed him- 
self March 8, in additiun to an es- 
tate of $7243. it was learned yes- 
terday when inventories of his per- 
sonal and partnership estates were 
filed in Probate Court. 

Of the insurance, $228,598 in life 
and accident policies is payable to 
McCluney & Co., the firm of which 
he was a partner. The remainder 
of the insurance and other assets 
are left to his widow, Mrs. Mabel 
McCluney, 4917 Pershing avenue. 

The inventories do not show the 
total amount of insurance and the 
total figure was announced by 
Samuel C. McCluney, his brother, 
who is executor under the will. He 
said that $300,000 of the insurance 
was straight life and the remainder, 
accident policies. 

Some of the insurance companies, 
it is understood may resist payment 
under the accident policies on the 
ground that death by suicide is not 
an accident. A Coroner’s verdict 
held that McCluney ended his life 
while suffering from temporary 
mental aberration. 

Filed with the inventories is the 
statement that the investment com. 
pany has liabilities of $363,927 
and assets of $623,221. 

Items listed in the personal es- 
tate include a membership in the 
St. Louis Country Club, valued at 
$1500, corporation stock, $4400, 
and accounts receivable, $115.

paralysis of many industries.”

in loans in excess of 75 per cent of 
value of security where foreclos- 
ure or a 10-:to 25 per cent loss is 
probable; Class four, $3,000,000,- 
000 in items which originally were 
80 to 100 per cent loans, now are 
125 to 150 per cent with probable 
loss of 25 to 60 per cent after 
foreclosure and sale are com- 
pleted; Class five, $500,000,000 in 
incompleted, ill-conceived and mis- 
placed buildings with losses of 69 
to 100 per cent. 

Investment houses should ab- 
sorb their own expenses when 
foreclosure is necessary, the com- 
mitte said, and “not shirk their 
moral duty.’’ They should main- 
tain the preferred market status 
of bonds in the first and second 
classes. 

Distress income property should 
be acquired at present appraisal 
figures by corporations formed in 
principal cities by substantial in- 
terests if state laws permit, it said, 
and bondholders sheuld be offered 
a fair price for defaulted bonds 
or the chance to exchange them 
for the preferred stock of the cor- 
poration.

The debt we owe to Henry Shaw and his contem- 
poraries can best be appreciated by imagining a St. 
Louis that did not possess their contributions. Such 
a city would be the ugliest of ducklings. 
The present generation has a remarkable oppor- 
tunity to free St. Louis of its not undeserved reputa- 
tion for unattractiveness. Let it begin by, tackling 
the city’s greatest curse, the smoke pall, heretofore 
the inevitable consequence of the city’s nearness to 
a large, cheap soft coal supply. The means of deliv- 
erance is at hand in the recent discovery of huge 
stores of natural gas in Oklahoma, Texas and Lou- 
isiana. Natural gas should be made available to St. 
Louis se inexpensively as to make it possible for the 
average household to burn it. Think of St. Louis 
without smoke, without the soot that discolors build- 
ings, clings to clothing and coats the tender mem- 
branes of our throats and lungs! 
Perhaps the second most promising task is to re 
claim the river front, not only in the downtown dis- 
trict, though that is of more immediate need, but on 
the South and North sides. Plans for this work, 
drawn by the City Plan Commission, capture the in- 
terest and imagination of all who study them. Their 
execution would require a large money investment, 
but would yield an enormous return in increase of 
property values as well as civic ‘pride and healthful 
diversion. Old St. Louis faced the river, which was 
the focal point of its life. New St. Louis must also 
face the river, capitalizing the banks of the magnifi- 
cent stream, known to schoolboys throughout the 
world as the Father of Waters. Shores now given 
over to refuse and dilapidated buildings should be 
dotted with parks, lined with drives and made useful 
with airports, yacht harbors and beaches. 
Next, the city without further delay should crystal- 
lize plans for an outer park system. We say with- 
out further delay because every year property values 
are rising and sites suitable for country playgrounds 
are being turned to other uses. Chicago and New 
York have at last acquired outer parks, but only at 
tremendous cost. They will be considered a neces- 
sity in the city of the future as places where city 
dwellers can escape from the streets to the coun- 
try. It should be a prerequisite that St. Louis’ outer 
parks be retained, as far as possible, in a state of 
nature. To artificialize them, as we have done with 
our city parks, would nullify, in part, the object for 
acquiring them. 
Within the city itself, we should take care to see 
that our excellent zoning’ law is not broken down 
by politicians and their favor-seeking friends. The 
Board of Aldermen should pass the pending ordinance 
requiing al! proposed changes to be submitted to the 
Zoning Commission for its study and advice. 
Rarely is a departure from the zoning law justified 
or excusable, and such departures as have been made 
usually resulted in marring the city’s appearance and

process of realization, but neither can be completed 
as originally conceived without another bond issue. 
By 1933 the $87,000,000 bond issue authorized in 1923 
will have been exhausted. We should begin now to 
plan another one to extend and consolidate the ben- 
efits derived from the last one.

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THE WAY OUT. 


Dr. Leo 
Iumbia University, joins distinguished fellow special- 
ists, like Dr. John A. Ryan and Dean Donham of the 
Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration, 
in urging the Federal Government to undertake &. 
great program of public works. He suggests a bond 
issue of from $3,000,000,000 to $5,000,000,000, to be ex- 
pended principally in the construction of roads, as 
the way out of the depression. He says the great 
majority of professional economists are agreed as 
to the necessity and practicability of the proposed 
action. 

Whether the administration will be impressed by 
this expression of professorial opinion remains to be 
seen. It is a matter of record that the administra- 
tion was not influenced by the memorial of the econ- 
omists against the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill. But that 
piece of legislation from which so much was prom- 
ised by its proponents has failed completely to de- 
liver the predicted results. In the light of that ex- 
perience, it is possible that official Washington may 
now lend a readier ear to the professorial voice. 
Such a bond issue seems practicable. Certainly 
the money is available. Only the other day a Gov- 
ernment loan of $800,000,000 was oversubscribed, ac- 
cording to Secretary Mellon, seven and one-half times 
—a total of $6,000,000,000. One may not be positive 
as to how a loan to end the depression would be re- 
ceived, but with the enthusiastic sponsorship of the 
Government, which it would obviously have, a gen- 
erous response may reasonably be presumed. 
It goes without saying that Mr. Hoover would like 
ta see the country emerge from the depression with- 
out intervention by the Government on the scale pro- 
posed. So would everybody else. But the depression 
persists. Everybody admits now that it is an eco- 
nomic crisis of unprecedented magnitude. Nobody 
understood it as such at first. In its earlier stages 
we were assured from time to time that the clouds 
were lifting and the sun about to break through. 
Such optimistic forecasts are now abandoned. Mr. 
Schwab may, to be sure, attempt a lullaby, but along 
the official prophetic front all is quiet. Dr. Wol- 
man reminds us that “Mr. Hoover and his associates 
told us that the liquidation was over in March, 1930.”

The theory was that if money 
rates were cheapened the price of bonds would be 
forced up and there would be plenty of money for 
industrial reconstruction.’ The theory has not worked 
out in practice. 

As the economists see it, something must be done. 
In behalf of their public works proposition, through 
the expedient of a bond issue, they claim that em- 
ployment would be provided for 750,000 workmen; 
that all business would be stimulated; that Govern- 
ment revenues would be increased; that such a pro- 
gram would be equivalent to starting an industry al- 
most the present size of the automobile industry. 
They argue that “all the odds favor the success of 
such a plan.”

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MISUSE OF THE GASOLINE TAX. 

An effort to standardize and simplify motor vehicle 
and fuel taxes and to prevent diversion of receipts to 
other than highway purposes is embodied in the plat- 
form adopted by the American Automobile Associa- 
tion at its reeent convention. The original and prop- 
er purpose of the gasoline tax was for highway con- 
struction. Some states, finding it a rich and con- 
venient source of revenue, have departed from this 
intent. Georgia and Florida, for instance, use 1 cent 
of their 6-cent levies for education, and Texas gives 
25 per cent of her receipts to the school fund. Mis 
sissippi uses part of her gasoline fund for building 
sea walls; New Jersey allots $90,000 annually for in- 
land waterways; Maryland devotes part of her fund 
to oyster culture; New Mexico gives $15,000 to fish 
hatcheries. New Hamyshire levied an additional 
l-cent tax to repair damages from the 1927 flood. 

From motoring to oyster and fish propagation is a 
long leap, but when two states can make it success- 
fully, it is only natural for others to look to the gas- 
Oline tax as an inexhaustible gold mine for all forms 
of expenditure. At present gasoline is one of our 
most highly taxed commodities. Legislators should 
look around for other products if they insist on bol- 
stering general funds by special tax. The system of 
exemptions used in Missouri and many other states 
preserves the original idea of a benefit road levy. By 
this method the tax is refunded if the gasoline is 
used for purposes other than highway transportation, |- 
such as in stationary gas engines, farm tractors, mo- 
tor boats, aircraft and cleaning. Motorists, willing 
to pay the tax when they share its benefits directly, 
will no longer be patient if it is diverted to other

McCormick. 

McCormick is the son of Har- 
old F. McCormick, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Inter- 
national Harvester Co., and is 31 
Mrs. McCormick is 51; 


Henry P. Davison, became the 
mother of a son. However, despite 
the discrepancy in their ages, the 
newlyweds have the approval of 
the elder McCormick. An impor- 
tant approval, since Fowler is heir 
to the McCormick millions. 

The Stillman-McCormick TO- 
mance is not a complete surprise;

the Stillman camp in Canada, in 
1917. He was 26 years old at the 
time of the suit, and described as 
half Frénch, six feet tall, handsome 
and stalwart. 

In retaliation, Mrs. Stillman de- 
cided not merely to defend the 
suit, and uphold the legitimacy of 
Guy, but to institute counter pro- 
ceedings, based on the alleged re- 
lations of Mrs. Leeds and Stillman. 

For it was very important to 
Guy’s future as well as to the good 
name of Mrs. Stillman that it be 
proved Stillman was the father. Had 
he been declared illegitimate, Guy 
would automatically have lost a 
$1,250,000 share in a trust fund 
established by James A. Stillman 
Sr., and a share in other trust 
funds amounting to $37,393,000. 

The Court appointed John E. 
Mack, an attorney, as guardian for 
Guy, and the witnesses began to be 
assembled by both sides. Stillman 
had named Guy as co-defendant 
with the mother, and sought an 
absolute deeree. In the reply, 
Mack asserted in behalf of the 
child that Stillman had lived with 
his wife for a year and a half 
after the child was born, and that 
the burdén of proof was on the 
plaintiff. 

In her counter proceedings, Mrs. 
Stillman made charges equally 
sensational to those of her hus- 
band. She charged that Stillman 
and Mrs. Leeds had been living as 
man and wife in a New York 
apartment, and that Stillman posed 
as Franklin Harold Leeds. She as- 
serted Stillman was the father of 
the child born to Mrs. Leeds, .and 
also maintained that he was the 
father of Guy. She asked for $10,- 
000 a month alimony.

T first there was an attempt at 
Aecrecy in the proceedings, but 
the fight became so bitter that 
each of the principals began to file 
affidavits against the other. It 
was early evident that neither Mr.

Witnesses 
for Mrs. Stillman told of seeing 
Stillman at the Leeds apartment 
when the Leeds: child was born; 
identified him as the man who was 
supposed to be Mrs. Leeds hus- 
band. 

There were numerous peculiar 
ramifications of the case. A doctor 
testified that Mrs. Stillman haa 
told him Beauvais was the father 
of Guy before the child was born, 
and his patients were reported ap 
considerably upset because many of 
them had confided in him. Mrs. 
Stillman was said to have been in- 
ducted into an _  TfTroquois Indian 
tribe as a princess, whereupon the 
tribe involved which was that of 
Beauvais, issued an emphatic de- 
nial. A Kansas City waiter said 
he had been employed to kill Mrs 
Stillman, and then admitted his 
story was fictitious. Mrs, Stillman 
gave out an interview on her hus- 
band in which she termed hit

HEN, when the costs of the

000, Daniel J. Gleason, referee 
in the case, in September, 1922, 
reported that he found Guy ° the 
legitimate son of Stillman; that 
Stillman had failed to prove his 
charge of inconstancy against his 
wife, and that Stillman himself 
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was the acknowledged father of two 
children born to Florence H. Leeds. 
His findings were confirmed, and 
Mrs. Stillman was allowed the 
costs. And the Social Register for 
1923 omitted the Stillmans. 


Stillman sought later to reopen 
the case, but without avail, and 
the Court of Appeals denied a 
new trial. Mrs, Stillman retired 
to the Canadian woods with an 
allowance of $90,000 a year al- 
lowed by the Court. Fowler Mc- 
Cormick spent much time with 
her there. 

McCormick was said to 
been largely 
reconciliation jwhich in 1926 took 
place between the Stillmans. Early 
in that year they announced a trial 
reconciliation and sailed for Eur- 
ope. They were out of the courts, 
except for a suit against Mrs. 
Stillman by Beauvais, who claimed 
$7000 for services he said were 
performed in getting evidence in 
the divorce proceedings.

Autopsies 
ERE is an extraordinary topic 
H tor’ health column. Autop- 
sies! 

And yet it isn't so very extraordi- 
nary. Much of the knowledge in 
medicine has been gained at the 
autopsy table, 

The first students of human anat- 
omy were undoubtedly the ancient 
embalmers. Their craft, however, 
was of a mysterious and religious 
nature and they were little con- 
cerned with medicine or the study 
of diseases. 

During the middle ages, the dis- 
section of human bodies for the 
study of anatomy or of disease con- 
ditions was not looked on with fa- 
vor and in many parts of the world 
was strictly forbidden. 

This prohibition seriously handi- 
capped the progress of medicine, 

After the Renaissance, the atti- 
tude toward dissection became 
more liberal. The study of the con- 
stitution and structure of the hu- 
man body made great progress. 
Then with a proper knowledge of 
the normal, it was possible to study 
the abnormal conditions associated 
witl diseases. 

Autopsies became a common 
practice. From the bodies of the 
dead were gathered facts that 
could be applied to the safeguard- 
ing of the life and health of the 
living. 

There is hardly a branch of medi- 
cine that has not profited by au- 
topsies. And there is not a human 
being alive today whose existence 
hasn’t been rendered more secure 
and more comfortable because of 
the hundred’ of fundamental facte 
which were and are being discov- 
ered at the autopsy table. 

As an illustration we may take 
the disease, parrot fever or psitta- 
cosis. 

When it first appeared it mysti- 
fie? the entire medical world. But 
by means of a few autopsies and 
other studies its nature was dis- 
covered and means for its control 
established.
